Many of thoso men came out 
of the cngca stripped to tho trousers, 
and others almost nakod \ many wore 
eoi^rched ; and raofit— flilod with a tcr- 
rildo alarm— rushed off in thia pitiablo 
onndition to.theii* homes.

Sad Story of a Forgotten Prisoner
